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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Rindge: 


I herewith submit my sixteenth annual report as superintendent 
of schools, this being the thirtieth in the series under union super- 
vision. 

The only change in the teaching force was at West Rindge where

Deal who had taught one year in this school. Miss Austin is a 
graduate of the three year elementary course at Keene Normal 
School where she had been an honor pupil. 

Mrs. Stebbins was retained as supervisor of music, but is em- 
ployed on half time from November 1st until the April vacation. 

The total enrollment for the first term of the present school year 
was 96. A year ago it was 105, and for the entire school year 
1932-33 it was 108. 

Miss Margaret E. Harris has been retained as school nurse. 
She has given careful attention to the needs of the children. She 
has assisted in the T. A. T. and Dental Clinics held in the schools. 
From Dec. 1st to Feb. 15th she was assisted in her work by Miss 
Josephine Cassidy, a graduate of Keene Normal School, who was 
assigned to this union as a CWA worker. 

For ten weeks during the school year 1932-33 free milk was dis- 
tributed without cost to underweight pupils. This was made 
possible by Federal funds used under the direction of the State 
Board of Education. The milk distribution was resumed in 
November and will continue throughout the school year according 
to information furnished by the State Department. 

In January the distribution of Cod Liver Oil was commenced. 

During the present school year a first aid kit and scales were 
purchased for the schools. 

The schools of Rindge are in good condition. All the teachers 
are skillful and are doing effective work. 

Slight salary readjustments were made for the present year, and 
other expenses cut as much as possible. The teachers have been 
especially careful in the use of books and supplies, but in order to 
accomplish effective work we must have an appropriation sufficient 
to secure the necessary material. 
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All the teachers attended the convention of the State Teachers’ 
Association held at Claremont on October 12th and 13th. 

The schools of Rindge are small but are just as important as 
those of larger communities. The honors won by Rindge pupils 
in secondary schools and higher institutions show that the train- 
ing given in the smaller elementary schools can be fully as effective 
as that secured in the large town or city schools. In fact the 
smaller schools offer more opportunity for dividual work on the 
part of the teacher, and the results in later years show that this 
work is worth while. 

I wish at this time to cordially thank the members of the school 
board, teachers, pupils, parents and all citizens who have co-oper- 
ated in the important work of maintaining the schools of this town.
